Change in Earning Restrictions. 

It was estimated that about 
8000 additional persons in St. 
Louis and St. Louis county and 
19,500 in Missouri as a whole 
would begin receiving payments 
because of the reduction in the 
required period of coverage on 
the job. 

Formerly workers over 75, just 
like those in the 65-and-over 
category, were denied retirement 
benefits if they continued to work 
and earned more than $14.99 a 
month. Under a clause in the 
new law, however, Social Security 
payments may be made to work- 
ers over 75, regardless of their 
present earnings. 

The $14.99 monthly wage limi- 
tation under the old law has been 
raised to $50, with the result that 
persons over 65 who continue to 
work may claim benefits if they 
do not earn more than $50 a 
month. 

Enlargement of Lists. 

A new provision enlarges the 
number of persons eligible to re- 
ceive Social Security benefits.

Distribution of a new St. Louis | 
metropolitan telephone directory, | 
containing 420,000 alphabetical | 
listings, the largest number ever | 
to appear in a telephone book 
here, began today, 
The new 1476-page directory, 
which contains 60 more pages 
than the November issue, re- 


quired 1175 tons of paper for the 
587,500 copies. The number 
printed of the November book 
was 550,000. Distribution is ex- 
pected to be completed in 10 
days. 

The 10-month period between 
the new book and its predecessor 
was ordered to compensate for 
increased costs of printing and 
distribution, a spokesman for 
Southwestern Bell Telephone said. 
Until June 1946, the directories 
were issued every six months. 
Since then the time lapse has 
been increased to seven, eight, 
nine and now 10 months. 

In the new telephone book, the 
Smiths, with more than 2800 list- 
ings, again outnumber the John- 
sons, Browns and Joneses.

Text of Letter. 

fhe text of Truman’s letter: 

“I am sending you for your 
information the text of a letter 
which I sent to Ambassador Aus- 
tin dated Aug. 27. I am sure 
that when you examine this letter, 
and the letter which Ambassador 
Austin addressed to Trygve Lie 
on Aug. 25 (a copy of which I am 
told was sent to your headquar- 
ters that night), you will under- 
stand why my action of the 26th 
in directing the withdrawal of 
your message to the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars was necessary.

A SOUTH KOREAN PORT, 
Aug. 29 (AP)—Two battalions of 
British troops in jungle green 
battle dress stepped ashore today 
to give the British Common- 
wealth its first ground fighting 
force in the United Nations ac- 
tion against North Korean Reds. 

Tan and nardy Scotsmen and 
lean young warriors from the 
London area landed from the air- 
craft carrier Unicorn and the 
cruiser Ceylon to the cheers of 
South Koreans and Americans. 

The troops are from the Argyll 
and Sutherland regiment and the 
Middlesex regiment. They are 
under the command of Brigadier 
B. A. Coad, a lean, graying of- 
ficer who fought-’with Field Mar- 
shal Montgomery in Europe. 
Most of the officers and a large 
majority of the noncoms are bat- 
tle veterans of World War II. 

Proud to Fight Beside Yanks. 

Before his men arrived, Coad 
told correspondents: 

“T am proud to be chosen com- 
mander of the first British 
(ground) forces to come to Korea. 
I am proud to be able to fight 


ing Aliied defense perimeter 
around Pohang from the north 
and west tonight and the Korean 
east coast city was reported al- 
ready two-thirds encircled from 
its land approaches.

beyond the western outskirts of 
Pohang. 

For the third time in three 
weeks the Pohang population was 
evacuated, Bennyhoff reported. 
He quoted a North Korean pris- 
oner as telling Allied interroga- 
tors that the Red general direct- 
ing the attack had orders to cap- 
turs Pohang within 48 hours or 
die. 

The time limit, he said, expires 
at 6 a.m. Wednesday (3 p.m. Tues- 
day, St. Louis time). 

Five miles south of Pohang, 
American forces around the now 
almost deserted airstrip were 
stopping refugees and refusing to 
allow them to pass along the 
beach beside the airfield. 

Lines of Refugees. 

The refugees were backed up 
for hundreds of yards along the 
coast above the airstrip, and the 
Americans feared that among 
them were the usual Communist 
guerrillas. 

Earlier, South Korean shock 
troops and a blistering United 
States air assault had thrown 
back a Communist spearhead 
which had penetrated to within 
300 yards of the center of Po-

Numerous inquiries concerning 
insurance against atomic bomb 
damage have been received by St.

Lloyd's of London, which spe- 
cializes in unusual policies, will 
not write bombardment policies, 
regarding them as representing 
such comprehensive risks that 
they should be handled by the 
Government.

The issue that has been upper- 
most in the minds of the 125 as- 
‘sembly members, and was de- 
_bated yesterday without conclusive 
results, was highlighted by Dal- 
ton’s attitude. That issue is: 
Should those countries which 
wish closer European unity go 
ahead on their own despite what 
many members are coming to re- 
gard as systematic obstruction by 
representatives of the Labor Gov- 
ernment. 

Many Continental members 
were angered when Dalton an- 
nounced that he could not sup- 
port.a resolution providing “that 
the members of the Consultative 
Assembly who have voted for 
these resolutions in the Assem- 
bly undertake to use their best 
endeavors to insure their adop- 
tion by their respective govern- 
ments.” 

Attempt te Get Around Veto. 

This was an attempt to get 
around the veto in the Council 
of Europe’s Committee of Min- 
isters. The idea is that since any 
resolution adopted here must be 
carried by a two-thirds majority, 
those who have supported it 
should be able to insure its pass- 
age through their national parlia- 
ments, thereby forcing its accept- 
ance by governments. 

Dalton said that as the life of 
a government might depend on a 
vote in Parliament, he could not 
commit himself in advance to 
vote in a certain way. This was 
interpreted by other members, 
including the British Conserva- 
tives, to mean that the Laborites 
do not consider a vote given is 
binging on them in any way. 


Sessions Cut Short. 


The assembly has cut short its 
session in the hope that it can 
get its major resolutions voted by 
the national parliaments and ac- 
cepted by the Committee of

The so-called World Peace Appeal 
Petition initiated in March in Stock- 
holm speciously seeks to outlaw the 
atomic bomb as an instrument of war- 
fare: This appeal is a spurious Com- 
munist propaganda device to divide and 
delude the peoples of the free nations 
by playing on their genuine revulsion 


against the nature of the weapons that, 


modern science has devised. ’ 

At the same time, it is vital to stress 
that its Communist origin is not the 
sole or even the strongest reason why 
the appeal should be rejected and dis- 
credited. For it is in fact an empty 
gesture, ineffectual alike for the pre- 
vention of war or the mitigation of its 
horrors. 

The appeal is patently not a sincere 
proposal for genuine ment.

In other 
words, the only disarmament which the 
appeal calls for .s in the only weapon 
with which the United States offsets 
the vast preponderance of Russian man- 
power and armament in being. 

We therefore call upon all our fellow 
citizens to reject the appeal unquali- 
fiedly, and to push forward with the 
utmost vigor through the United Na- 
tions, in co-operation with other peace- 
loving nations, in the search for a work- 
able basis for honest disarmament, not 
restricted to atomic ‘veapons. :

Boosting Inflation

Aliens and Our Traditions 
' In his message on subversive activities, Presi- 
dent Truman described certain proposed legis- 
lation dealing with the deportation of aliens 
as “repugnant to our traditions.” He proposed, 
as a substitute, legislation to permit closer 
supervision of deportable aliens who for some 
reason cannot be immediately expelled. 

Congress ought to look twice at the Adminis- 
tration substitute, which will come up when 
the Mundt-Ferguson bill is being considered, to 
make sure that it conforms to the traditions 
Mr. Truman invoked. 

Yhe Administration bill provides that an 
alien against whom deportation proceedings 
have been started may be held in custody, re- 
leased on bond, or paroled while his case is 
being considered by the Immigration and Natu- 
ralization Service. For six months after a de- 
portation order has been issued, he may also 
be held in custody, released on bond, or paroled. 
Thereafter he may not be held in custody, but 
he may be required to report regularly and 
to submit to such “reasonable” restrictions on 
his conduct as the Attorney General may pre- 
scribe. 

At first glance this may seem a fair enough 
way to handle aliens who have been found 
subject to deportation. The question to be 
asked is whether. it does not excessively en- 
large the area of administrative discretion, and 
thereby narrow the role of the courts in re- 
straining abuse of administrative authority. 

Existing immigration law grants a certain 
degree of administrative discretion in detaining 
aliens both before and after a deportation order 
is issued. Detention, however, must be for a 
“reasonable” time, and the courts can decide 
what is “reasonable.” 

Under the Administration bill, it would be 
the Attorney General, and not a judge, who de- 
cided whether to jail the alien during the three, 
six or more months in which his case was be- 
ing considered. After an expulsion order was 
issued, it would be the Attorney General, not 
a judge, who decided whether to jail the alien 
for six months more. And after that it would 
be the Attorney General, not a judge, who de- 
cided what restrictions to place on the alien's 
conduct. 

There may be a case for this sort of pro- 
cedure. Certainly it is preferable to proposals 
which would authorize the Attorney General 
to throw aliens into jail for indefinite periods. 
But the case, if there is one, should be clearly 
and convincingly presented. This is no time 
to be passing repressive legislation just because 
it happens to be less repressive than it might be.

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For the Rest of His Natural Life 


Carl Pursinger, Kansas City truck driver, is 
a good-hearted fellow.

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Mistakes Have Consequences 

What is to be thought of Lee Pressman’s 
admission that he was a member of a Commu- 
nist group for about a year in 193435? The 
answer depends on what he did for the Com- 
munists, if anything, and on how clean his 
break with them has been. 

Robert Stripling, former counsel of the House 
Un-American Activities Committee, said in 1948 
that “there has not been any charge by any 
witness that Pressman engaged in any espionage 
activities.”

Domestics and farm workers had been left 
out previously for fear it would be difficult 
to the point of impossibility .to administer pro- 
grams for them. Undoubtedly they will present 
extraordinary problems. But the Government 
had found in recent years that it can do things 
it had suspected it could not. The successful 
pay-as-you-go method of income tax collection 
is a good example. 

Successful tackling of the problems of social 
security for the new groups included in the bill 
should encourage Congress to go on and extend 
coverage to most or all of the 15,000,000 work- 
ers still left uncovered. The 10,000,000 just 
added bring the number covered by the present 
measure to 45,000,000. 

It still remains also for Congress to complete 
the job by expanding the law on unemployment 
compensation. The President pointed this out 
in signing the bill improving the old-age and 


survivors’ insurance and public assistance pro-. 


grams. 

Mr. Truman asked Congress in a special mes- 
sage in April to extend unemployment insurance 
to 6,000,000 of the 15,000000 workers not 
now covered by it. He also would establish 
mandatory standards for amount and duration 
of payments. The $20 a week average benefits 
paid by the states last year were obviously 
inadequate and duration ran anywhere from 26 


- weeks, which the President thinks should be 


the minimum standard, down to 12. He wants 
the weekly payment increased to $30 a week 
for single persons and up to $42 for workers 
with dependents, certainly no impractically high 
goal. 

The President would also extend unemploy- 
ment compensation to employes of firms em- 
ploying seven or fewer workers. The Federal 
Government left out these workers for the same 
reason it earlier omitted domestics and farm 
workers. Seventeen states have now proved 
themselves capable of administering unemploy- 
ment insurance programs for these small firms 
and a Federal Government with growing confi- 
dence in its own skills should require no further 
encouragement to take on the same job.

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Target for Our Voice 

Senator William B. Benton made an important 
point in the speech on propaganda policy which 
we quoted in the Mirror of Public Opinion. 

When they think of propaganda, many Amer- 
icans think of ‘showing the people of Soviet 
Russia the error of their ways. The Kremlin is 
so anxious to control the thought of Russia's 
people that it goes to vast expense and trouble 
to jam American broadcasts. Naturally, retalia- 
tion tends to take the form of breaking through 
the jamming barrier.

As Senator Benton 
says, the best and most immediate returns can 
probably be expected in those areas where we 
can at least get a hearing. The task is to get 
our message there, and to make it the sort of 
message that will attract the masses who are 
seeking a better life.

A good model would be our own Federal Com- 
munications Commission, which attempts to do 
the same thing with radio channels (the prin- 
ciple is the same, despite some dissimilarity 
in the type of channel involved). 

Since France as well as England is concerned 
with what goes on between them, some inter- 
national convention might be drawn up. It 
would not have to be anything complicated— 
just a simple affirmation by the French that 
they won't saturate the channel with people 
if the English won't, and vice versa. .

Missouri Duck-Hunting Season 


Cut to 35 Days Under New Code 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29 (UP) 
—President Truman signed this 
fall’s hunting regulations for wild 
ducks, geese, coots and doves to- 
day. 

For 27 states—the Atlantic and 


central flyways—the length of the 
major hunting season was un- 
changed from last year. 

In the Mississippi flyway—14 
states—the open season was cut 
tom 40 days to 35 consecutive 
days or two 14-day periods. 

The open season in Missouri 
2nd Illinois will be from Nov. 3 


to Dec. 7, inclusive, while in Ar- |? 


kansas it will be from Dec. 2 to 
Jan, 5. 

The Pacific flyway season was 
stretched from 50 days to 55 con- 
secutive days or two 22-day pe- 
riods. 

The bag limit of four ducks a 
day and eight in possession was 
unchanged on the Atlantic and 
\.ississippi flyways. Central fly- 
way limits were changed to a bag 
of five ducks per day, one more 
than last year, and 10 in a hunt- 
er’s possession at one time, two 
more than last year. 

Changes in West Limit. 

To meet requests of hunters in 

the Pacific flyway, daily bag and 


possession limits both were set at | 


six ducks. This means Pacific 
hunters can shot one more duck 
per day than last year, but can 
only have one day's bag at a time. 
Last year they could have 10 
ducks at one time. 

Bag and possession limits for 
geese are about the same as 1949. 

Regulations still forbid use of 
automatic-loading or repeating 
shotguns capable of holding more 
than three shells unless the mag- 
azines are permanently plugged. 

Other regulations forbid shoot- 
ing birds over baited areas, or us- 
ing live duck or goose decoys. 

Shipping Regulations. 

Last-day hunters can ship their 
kill home up to five days after 
the close of the season in Canada 
or Mexico or 48 hours after the 
last shooting time in the state 
where the fowl were shot in this 
country. 

The time for legal possession of 
birds closes 90 days after the 
season. 


Albert M. Day, head of the In- | 


terior Department's Fish and 
Wildlife Service, said the new reg- 
ulations come closer than ever to 
adjusting the “hunting pressure” 
~—the number of gunners and the 
amount they kill—to the expected 
supply in each flyway. 

The flyways are great sky high- 
ways for migrating birds, the four 
routes they instinctively follow 
south in the fall across the Unit- 
ed States. 

Unfavorable Outlook Here. 

Day said state preferences for 
open seasons had been observed 
as far as possible. Some states 
which stretch far from north to 
south chose split seasons so hunt- 
ers at both ends could have a shot 
at the great migration.

Re-Entry Voted 
For Olympics 


LAUSANNE, Aug. 29 (UP) —. 
The executive committee of the 
International Olympic Committee 
today approved the readmittance 
of German athletes to the 1952 
Olympics. 

After one day meeting between 
the executive and a German dele- 
gation, Otto Mayer, head of the 
I.0.C., made this announcement: 

“Following a meeting of the 
executive committee at the Olym- 
ne headquarters in Lausanne to- 

ay: 

“1. The executive committee 
will unanimously recommend to 
the general assembly of the I.0.C. 
to be held in Vienna in 1951 that 
definite recognition of the Ger- 
man National Olympic Committee 
(Western Germany) be made, so 
that German athletes may take 
part in the 1952 Olympics. 

“2. The executive committee 
has taken note that 10 Western 
German national sports federa- 
tions have already been recog- 


nized by international federa- 
tions. 


Dr. Walter Kolb, Mayor of Frank- 
furt, Peco Bauwens of Cologne 
and Georg Dietrich of Frankfurt 
—has made a Joyal declaration 
and expressed sincere regret for 
the cruelties of the Nazi regime.

STILL TRYING to flee from the crass profession 
of writing, Miss Holloway, then aged 17, took off 
for New York and tried to break into radio as an 
actress. But her fun-loving college friends crossed 
her up. They sent her Kathryn Howard script to 
the Ted Collins office, then producing the Kate 
Smith Hour, which was looking for a dramatic 
sketch for Helen Menken. 

Sam Schiff, of that office, wanted to buy the 
script, but he had quite a time getting it. When 
he first got Miss Holloway on the phone, she told 
him he had the wrong Jean Holloway and hung 
up. The second time the phone connection broke 
of its own accord. Finally she was persuaded to 
come to his office. She wore a borrowed black 
dress, borrowed shoes, glasses and put her hair 
up—all valiant attempts to disguise her age. She 
still looked 17. “Cripes!” snorted Mr. Schiff, or a 
word to that effect, when he first laid eyes on her. 
“A baby!” 

Still, he bought the script, and later bought 
another one. A short time after that, Miss Hollo- 
way resigned herself to her fate and signed a five- 
year contract to write all the Kate Smith shows, 
For all I know, she was the youngest person ever 
to break into radio writing.

WE ARE TOLD many things 
these days, but on this point the 
people in authority have been 
rather quiet. Yet the implica- 
tions are such that, in a democra- 
cy, if this is one of the objectives 
of the loan, we should know 
something about it. 

Spain is still a dictatorship. It 
is a country where religion and 
government are very closely al- 
lied. This relationship is one that 
greatly concerns the Spanish 
people, and no outside govern- 
ment or individual has any right 
to interfere with what goes on 
within the Spanish state. If the 
Spanish people or government 


desire a loan, however, it should 
be considered by the usual group 
on a financial basis, and I do not 
understand the need for the 
legislative branch of our govern- 
ment to be so solicitous. I think 
it puts a strange color on the 
whole transaction to have it 
treated differently from the way 
we have treated similar trans- 
actions with other countries.

I UNDERSTAND, of course, 
that in many of the actions we 
take today we find ourselves sup- 
porting not that of which we 
really approve, but something 
which we think will’ help us in 
our fight against Communism. I 
am not sure that that is always 
strong position. We are fighting 
Communism. But our desire te 
be protected from Communism is 
hardly a reason for supporting 
situations in which we really 
have no grounds for mutual 
interest. 

This action of our Congress 
seems to me most confusing, and 
I wonder whether each member 
thought through exactly what his 
action was to bring about. I am 
sure, as in many other cases, 
different reasons motivated dif- 
ferent people, but it is not quite 
clear to me why this had to be 
done, and I wonder what were 
the influences in our country 
which brought it about. Was it 
pressure of some of our high 
Government officials; was it pres- 
sure from people in the home 
districts; was it the interest of 
labor or agriculture? Where were 
the dominant forces that pressed 
for handling this question in such 
an unprecedented fashion, and in 
such a confusing way as to bring 
anxiety into the minds of many 
of us? Why was there this need, 
which ordinarily would seem no 
greater in the case of Spain than 
other countries requiring assist- 
ance?

To say, “Mrs. Jones is looking at television” would seem 
discourteous. But to say, “Mrs. Jones is unable to come to 
the telephone at the moment but asks if she may call you i= 
10 (or 20) minutes” would be quite all right. 


Prelude to the Munich Conference 
Interpreter Says Hitler Ranted at British Stand, but Finally Agreed to Mussolini's Mediation Plan 


By Dr. Paul Schmidt 


ITLER was suddenly prepared 

to discuss the question of 

evacuation dates, which 
Chamberlain had denoted as the 
chief difficulty. “To please you, 
Mr. Chamberlain,” he said, “I 
will make a concession in the 
question of time. You are one 
of the first men for whom I have 
ever done this; I shail assent to 
the first of October as a date 
for evacuation.” He wrote the rel- 
evant alteration in his memo- 
randum, adding a few other miti- 
gating corrections which, so far 
as I recollect, affected the form 
rather than the content. The 
document was then taken out for 
making a fair copy. ‘ 

In the end Chamberlain said 
that he was prepared to trans- 
mit the German memorandum to 
the Czech Government. The drum 
beat had acted like a cooler 
shower, and at 2 o'clock in the 
morning Chamberlain and Hitler 
parted in a perfegtly friendly 
mood, after still talking alone 
for a short time with my assist- 
ance, during which Hitler thank- 
ed Chamberlain in words which 
seemed sincere for his endeavors 
on behalf of peace, and stated 
that the solution of the Sudeten 
question was the Jast great prob- 
lem remaining for his solution. 

He also spoke about closer re- 
lations between Germany and 
England and their co-operation, 
and it was evident how much 
store he set by good relations 
with the English. He returned 
to his old love. “There need be 
no differences between us,” he 
said, “we shall not be in your 
way in the pursuit of your extra- 
European interests, while you can 
without damage leave us a free 
hand of the continent in Central 
and Southeastern Europe.” Some- 
time they would have to settle 
the colonial question, too, but 
there was time for that, and they 
need certainly not go to war 
about it. 

Two days later, on Twenty- 
Eighth of September, Sir Horace 
Wilson appéared in Berlin with 
a personal letter from Chamber- 
lain to Hitler. With Henderson 
and Kirkpatrick he was received 
by Hitler at the Chancellery. At 
this session Hitler, for the first 
and only time, completely lost 
his nerve in my presence. 

The letter produced one of the 
most stormy discussions that I 
have ever experienced. 

“The Government of Czecho- 
slovakia had just informed me,” 
Chamberlain wrote, “that it 
gards the proposal contained in 
your memorandum as wh6lly un- 
acceptable.”

ITLER, ‘who had been listen- 

ing with a growing restless- 

ness as this was being read 
out, suddenly leapt up shouting, 
“There’s no point at all in contin- 
uing to negotiate.” He rushed to 
the door, as thovgh about to leave 
the foreign diplomats in his own 
office. It was an exceptionally 
painful scene, especially as Hitler 
seemed to realize just at the door 
how impossible his behavior was, 
and returned to his seat like a 
defiant boy. 

He had himself now sufficiently 
under control, so that I was able 
to continue reading out the let- 
ter, but when I had ended he let 
himself go, raging louder than I 
have ever heard him do at a dip- 
lomatic interview; nevertheless it 
did not resemble the legendary 
description of Hitler’s fits of rage, 
as frequently reported abroad: in 
my activities I never saw any- 
thing resembling them. 

A very confused discussion fol- 
lowed, at which everybody, except 
Kirkpatrick and I, was sometimes 
talking at once. It was one of the 
rare occasions when I could not 
assert myself as a_ translator 
against Hitler. 

At other stormy meetings, es- 
pecially during the conference of 
the Big Four held at Munich a 
few days later, I succeeded in 
restoring order by calling the at- 
tention of Hitler or another 
speaker interrupting heatedly to 
the fact that I had not finished 
my translation. 

As though at a sfie show, while 
Sir Horace Wilson’s quiet efforts 
to persuade Hitler to be reason- 
able only increased his fury, Hen- 
derson and Ribbentrop spoke ex- 
citedly on the same theme, the 
terrorist Benes and the Czechs as 
warmongers. 

In this mood Hitler made his 
famous speech at the Sports Pal- 
ace a few hours later. “The ques- 
tion which during these last 
months and weeks has most

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deeply moved us, is known to all: 
its name is not so much Czecho- 
slovakia, it is Herr Benes. The 
decision is now in his own hand! 
Peace or war! He will either ac- 
cept this offer, and at last give 
the Germans freedom, or we shall 
fetch that freedom ourselves!” 

But there were other notes in 
the speech. Hitler spoke friendly 
words of recognition about Cham- 
berlain. 


The very next afternoon I was 
again summoned to the Chancel- 
lory. There I met Wilson who had 
received a new message during 
the night from Chamberlain for 
transmission to Hitler. Having re- 
gard to the friendly words Hitler 
had said about him in his speech, 
the Prime Minister offered a Brit- 
ish guarantee to carry out the 
Czech evacuation undertaking, if 
Germany in return would abstain 
from applying sere. 


* 

ITLER would not discuss this 

proposal even when Wilson 

asked him what he could then 
report to Chamberlain on his re- 
turn. Hitler’s constant reply- was 
that the Czech Government had 
now two possibilities left, ac- 
ceptance or refusal of the Ger- 
man proposal. 

“In the latter case I shall smash 
Czechoslovakia,” he shouted an- 
grily. “If the Czechs have not, by 
Wednesday the 28th September 2 
p.m. accepted my demands, I shall 
march inte the Sudeten ‘territory 
on ist October with the German 
army.” 

That morning it was impossible 
to talk to Hitler reasonably. Abuse 
of the Czechs and dark threats 
were all that he uttered. Wilson 
and his associates sat there help- 
less; they were not equal to such 
storming. 

But suddenly Wilson stood up, 
the whole length of him, and said 
in a firm voice, slowly emphasis- 
ing every individual word: 

“In these circumstances I have 


to deliver a further message from 


the Prime Minister. I request you, 
Chancellor, to take note of the 
following communication.” 

Then he read out a short but 
pregnant sentence, which I trans- 
lated to Hitler as slowly and as 
emphatically as possible, in order 
that he might appreciate the 
whole significance of this com- 
munication, stating that, if France, 
in the ‘ulfillment of her treaty 
obligations, should become active- 
ly involved in hostilities against 
Germany, the United Kingdom 
would deem itself obliged ‘to sup- 
port France. 

Angrily Hitler replied that he 
noted this communication. Raising 
his voice, he contin : 

“If France and d want to 
let go, they can do so. It’s com- 
pletely indifferent to me. I am 
prepared for all eventualities. I 
can only take note of the position. 
So next week we'll all find our- 
selv2s at war with each other.” 

That was his last word to Wil- 
son, and therefore the answer he 
had to give to Chamberilain’s 
question. 

The same evening I had to 
translate a letter to Chamberlain 
which Hitler phrased in a rather 
more conciliatory manner. This 
was the second time during these 
critical days that I had the im- 
pression that Hitler shrank from 
the extreme outcome. 

Had Wilson’s final statement 
caused him to change course? 
From this letter I still specially 
remember that the German dic- 
tator said that he was prepared 
to participate in an international 


guarantee for the remaining part 
of Czechoslovakia as soon as the 
minorities question had been set- 


tled. 
T tember, there was almost un- 
interrupted coming and going 
of ambasadors. Francois-Poncet, 
Henderson and the Italian Ambas- 
sador Attolico passed each other 
at the door of Hitler’s office, 
while in the neighboring rooms 
and passages there was the high 
pressure activity of crisis. 

Hitler went through the rooms, 
conversing now with one now 
with another. Whoever happened 
to be near, could get at him; but 
nobody could actually say any- 
thing, for to anyone who want- 
ed or did not want to listen Hit- 
lef gave long harangues about his 
view of the situation. 

The first Ambassador to appear 
that morning was Francois-Pon- 
cet. He spoke excellent German, 
but I was called in “for all even- 
tualities.” Thus, having nothing 
to do, I could quietly listen to a 
conversation, which I often recol- 
lected in later years for the states- 
manlike wisdom and the extra- 
ordinary diplomatic ability with 
which Francois-Poncet conduct- 
ed it. 

That morning the French Am- 
bassador literally wrestled for 
peace. “You deceive yourself, 
Chancellor,” he said, “if you be- 
lieve that you can*localize the 
conflict to Czechoslovakia. If you 
attack that country, you will set 
all Europe ablaze.” 

With characteristic thoughtful- 
ness, he placed his words well, 
and spoke a grammatically per- 
fect German, with a faintly 
French accent somehow contrib- 
uted to the impressivness of what 
he said, 

“You are naturally confident 
of winning the war,” he contin- 
ued, “just as we believe that we 
can defeat you. But why should 
you take that risk, when you can 
have your most essential demands 
granted without war?” 

Hitler did not assent, now abus- 
ing Benes again, now emphasizing 
his endeavors for peace, and also 
stating emphatically that he could 
not wait any more.

HEN a door opened and an 
W adjutant came in, I wondered 

was this going to be a drum 
beat again. Had the Czechs per- 
haps acted on their own? When I 
just heard the name Attolico, I 
was at once relieved for I knew 
that the Italian Ambassador also 
belonged to the circle of friends 
of peace who were then, with 
Goering, Neurath and Weis- 
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zacker, applying all their wits to 
diverting Hitler from his war 
plans and to saving peace. At- 
tolico wanted to speak to Hitler 
at once “on an urgent matter.” 


I went out with Hitler, as At- 
tolico spoke little German. The 
slightly stooping Attolico came up 
quite out of breath, his face red 
with excitement. “I have an ur- 
gent message for you from the 
Duce, Fuehrer,” he shouted un- 
ceremoniously from some way off. 
I then translated his message: 


“The British Government has 
just stated through its Ambassa- 
dor in Rome that is would accept 
the Duce’s mediation in the Su- 
deten question.’ It has described 
the points at issue as compara- 
tively* immaterial.” 


He made the interesting adden- 
dum: “The Duce informs you that, 
whatever you decide, Fuehrer, 
Fascist Italy stands behind you.” 
But he also added immedately, 
“The Duce is however of the opin- 
ion that it would be well to ac- 
cept the British proposal, and 
a you to refrain from mobili- 
zation.” 


Hitler, already pensive after his 
talk with Francois-Poncet, was ob- 
viously impressed by Mussolini's 
message. Attolico looked at him 
intently. 

During that minute the decision 
fell in favor of peace, It was just 
before noon on 28th September, 
two hours before the expiration 
of Hitler’s ultimatum. Hitler just 
answered, “Tell the *Duce that i 
accept his proposal.” At that time 
Mussolini’s advice still carried

The Munich Conference was 
then regarded as the decisive 
turning point in the Sudeten 
crisis. The turn had actually oc- 
curred the day before in Hitler’s 
talk with Attolico, after it had 
been decisively prepared for by 
Francois-Poncet the same after- 
noon. Indeed it had already been 
heralded at Berchtesgaden, when 
Hitler first drew back before 
Chamberlain, and at Godesberg, 
when he did so for the second 


time after the “drum beat.”

It 
would do South no good to cash 
the spade ace and ruff his last 
spade, then throw West in with 
the high trump, because this 
would use up dummy’s last trump, 
and West couldn’t make an error 
—he would see that another spade 
lead could not possibly harm his 
side. 


So South had to fall back on 
strategy. He cashed the spade 
ace but did not ruff Mis low spade 
—he thew West in with the 
trump on the next play. Now 
observe West's problem. From 
his point of view, South could 
well be out of spades, and a re- 
turn of that suit would afford 
him a ruff and discard. A dia- 
mond shift did not look very pro- 
pitious—and so, with misgivings 
but with the thought that he was 
choosing the least of evils, West 
shifted to a low club. 

That, of course, was exactly 
what South needed!

tried looking at the Matterhorn.

CUTE ISN’T ONE of my fa- 
vorite adjectives but cute is 
about the only way to describe 
the tiny horse-drawn stages 
which are sent by the hotels for 
their guests. They are painted 
bright blue, red and green, and 
as they clatter up the narrow, 
cobble-stoned main street, the 
porters hanging on the back 
steps wave and call to their con- 
freres in the chalet-type hotels 
which line the street. 

The cog railway which climbs 
from Zerwatt to Gorner Grat, 
nearly 12,000 feet in the air, is 
the highest open-air railroad in 
Europe and snow prevents it 
from operating except for three 
and a half months in summer.
